THE AIR CORPORATIONS ( AMENDMENT ) 
ORDINANCE, 1954 

No. 5 of 1954 

An Ordinance to amend the Air Corporations Act, 1953. 

Whereas Parliament is not in session and the President is satis¬ 
fied that circumstances exist which render it necessary for him to 
lake immediate action; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (1) 
of article 123 of the Constitution, the President is pleased to promul¬ 
gate the following Ordinance:— 

1. Short title and commencement.—( 1 ) This Ordinance may be 
called the Air Corporations (Amendment) Ordinance, 1954. 

(2) It shall come into force at once. 

2. Act 27 of 1953 to be temporarily amended.— The Air Corpora¬ 
tions Act, 1953 (hereinafter referred to as the principal Act) shall, 
during the period of operation of this Ordinance, have effect subject 
to the amendments specified in sections 3, 4 and 5. 

3. Amendment of section 22, Act 27 of 1953.— In section 22 of the 
principal Act, in sub-section (3), for the words “ninety days” the 
words “six months” shall be substituted. 
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4. Amendment of section 23, Act 27 of 1953,— In section 23 ie 
principal Act, in sub-section ( 1 ), for the words “six months me 
words “one year” shall be substituted. 

5, Amendment of section 24, Act 27 of 1953— In section 24 of the 
principal Act, in sub-section (2), for the words “six months” the 
words “one year” shall be substituted.
